Impact Fees-Dave Dunn

Dunn highlights the latest revisions to Impact Fee Draft Resolution (copy attached.) This
resolution contains language to exclude Brunswick Crossing residents from paying Impact Fees
to the City.

Smith-Questions section regarding civil and criminal charges?

Dave Severn, City Attorney-If violations occurred against City code, City can make decision as
to whether charges are of a municipal infraction or criminal offence nature.

Biser—Is inflation locked into the proposed schedule?

Emily Parkinson, Tischler Bise Representative—Inflation is not locked in. It is recommended that
the City update fees every few years.

Dave Severn—Fees have to be based on a reasonable relationship between the amount of the fee
and what the money is being used for. Maryland law allows for a reasonable amount of inflation.
Would strongly advise revisiting fees in a few years.

Smith—Asks Mr. Severn if Impact Fees or proffers make more sense for municipalities?

Dave Severn—Is not necessarily a fan of Impact Fees, but you can have both Impact Fees and
proffers. If Impact Fees are used correctly, they can certainly be a help to the City, financially.

Kim Cable, 4th Avenue-Is in favor of Impact Fees, but against exempting Brunswick Crossing.
Believes all of the things Brunswick Crossing developers have done for Brunswick through the
Special Tax District, they are getting back.

Dan Snyder, Brunswick Crossing, LLC-Brunswick Crossing agreed to complete water and sewer
improvements that drastically exceeded what was required of them. The City is getting
improvements at a fraction of the cost of what they would be if the City waited until later fo
complete the same improvements. Builders and developers do not pay for fees. The fees are
passed on to home buyers through the cost of homes.

Jerry Connelly, Brunswick Crossing, LLC-The “bucket” of money the builder or developer has
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for a project is not unlimited. Gives example of developer debt service drastic increase over the
past few years, i.e. $6.9 million in September 2006, as opposed to $11 million a few months
later. Developer has to carry these costs until homes are actually built.

Karin Tome—Asks Jerry Connelly “Is that the only mistake in the disclosare statement?”
(referring to number of tap credits)

Karin Tome-Speaking to Jerry Connelly “I’m surprised that you guys are still bringing up
that this is so much cost on the Brunswick Crossing residents. I’m getting really frustrated
with that.”

Ms. Tome passes an annexation decument to Jerry for review.

Karin Tome-It’s not that I’'m not over the annexation, I am totally over it. I want this to go
through.

Ms. Tome comments on how the Special Tax District was “sold” in 2001, with regards to
funding infrastructure, wouldn’t cest current residents, market price of houses would be
lower, etc.

Karin Tome—I’m frustrated that you go back to this poor Brunswick Crossing residents. 1
am looking out for the Brunswick Crossing residents, as well as the carrent residents. 1
don’t want to hear that the poor Brunswick Crossing residents can only bear so much. The
poor current residents can only bear so much.

Ms. Tome comments how developers are businessmen, and they knew the risks going into
this project.

Jerry Connelly—I disagree with almost every comment you just said wheleheartedly. There
isn’t any amount of money we could put up that you wouldn’t ask for more. We’ll just
have to agree to disagree.”

Karin Tome—We will agree to disagree.

Biser—Is afraid that Brunswick Crossing residents are coming into Brunswick with expectations,
that the City won’t necessarily be able to provide as promised. Doesn’t believe the amount that
Impact Fees would add to the cost of homes in Brunswick Crossing would be noticed by home

buyers.

Jerry Connelly-Believes small impacts are felt by home buyers, especially in this economy.

Smith~When the Council began this process last year, it was with the intension that Brunswick
Crossing be excluded from the study.

OLD BUSINESS

Impact Fees

Allgaier-Impact Fees are necessary. Discloses his son is an architect who has a contract with
Brunswick Crossing, but will not gain anything if Impact Fees pass. Doesn’t believe adding
Impact Fees onto the amount of a home in Brunswick Crossing would have much effect on the
home buyers, since the amount is minimal.

Tome-Not in favor of exempting Brunswick Crossing altogether.

Stull-Believes what Brunswick Crossing has done up front, without knowing an Impact Fee may
be imposed later, would not have been completed with that knowledge.

Smith-Feels Brunswick Crossing has put enough money into the City. Thinks Galyn Manor, in
turn, did not.

Mayor—When Impact Fees were first brought up, the majority of the Council did not feel they
should be applied to Brunswick Crossing.

Biser—Believes people should have the ability to change their mind when they get more
information.

Smith—Plans on voting for this because he doesn’t believe in wasting $50,000.

Johnson-The City will need to be fiscally responsible when spending. In favor of exempting
Brunswick Crossing.

Mayor—Points out a few logistical points in ordinance to be corrected (attached.)

Dave Severn-Suggest to Council that they vote on enactment of ordinance tonight, with final
language to come later.
